and the United States. 

| Dr. Shotwell pointed out that the 
war itself had not quite taken Europe 
by surprise. It had been long anticl- 
pated and prepared for, But as the 
‘war progressed there were no eco- 
‘nomists or serious thinkers anywhere 
in any land whd* had any glimpses of 
the rapidity of recovery from the ap- 
palling catastrophe. He sald: 

“rhe results of the economic sur- 
vey which the Carnegie Endowment 
has been making in the different 
European countries indicate a degree 
of recovery which shows that mode 
society ts capable of standing ¢co- 
nomic destruction far heyond what 
anyone had thought possible in 1914, 
or even in 1919. Europe had natur- 
ally suffered enormous losses, and yet 
in spite of all the destruction of prop- 
erty the standard of living of the 
working class is higher now in most 
Buropean countries than it was in 
1914. 

“This does not mean that all classes 
have been able to hold their own, but 
the ‘working class has definitely im- 
proved its wage standard and condi- 
tions of living. This improvement is 
not caused by the war, but has hap- 
pened in spite of the war. All of 
which shows that there are forces at 
work in modern industry which are 
revolutioninzing the basis of living. 

“The causes for the improvement 
| He in improved business methods, in 
| selentific management, mass produc- 
‘tion and an increased technital skill. 
' All of this has taken place with very 
little regard to politics and much of 
it in spite of the most reactionary 
and uneconomical political programs. 
The question whether it will continue 
or how much it maybe counted upon 
is one which any historian would be 
very slow to answer. In view of the 
mistakes which have been made iu all 
previous guesses as to the capacity 
of European civilization, but Mr, Gil- 
| bert’s optimistic report of Germany's 
capacity to pay shows that the world 
is still upon the upward course.” 

Dr. Shotwell said that the’ scien- 
tific researches of the Carnegie En- 
dowment constitute the largest at- 
tempt that has ever been made to 
answer the question: “What does war 
actually do to the economic processes 
of modern living?” The answer is an 
emphatic negative so far as war is 
concerned, but it has_to recognize at 
the same time that modern civilization 
has acquired a capacity for adjust- 
ment and an economic strength which 
are almost incalculable.

Poison Ivy is also recognized un- 
der the names polsén-oak, polson- 
vine and three leaved ivy. 
Description. 

Poison Ivy is a low shrub which Is 


propagated by underground branches- 


as well as seeds. It scrambles over 
stumps of trees or, as in the case of 
the variety radicans, it climbs by 


means of aerial rootlets to some 
height up fence posts and trunks of 
trees. The long stalked leaves are 
divided into three distinct leaflets 
which are mostly ovate, pointed, en- 
tire or with a few trregular coarse 
teeth, bright green above, paler and 
slightly hairy beneath, changing to 
rich autumnal colors. 

The flowers are small, inconspicu- 
ous, greenish or whitish, loosely clus- 
tered in the axils of the leaves, As 
the flower cluster is surpassed by 
the long*stalked leaves it is seldom 
seen unless the foliage is moved 
aside. The berries are greenish white 
or cream colored, slightly shining, 
round, smooth, with longitudinal 
ridges at intervals. The flowers are 
in bloom from April to June. 
Distribution. 


It is a native of Canada and is 
commonly found in hedgerows, thick- 
ets and dry woods from Nova Scotia 
to British Columbia, where it passes 
into a-thicker-leaved and smoother 
form (R. Rydbergii Small). 
Poisonous Properties. 


Poison-.Ivy is the worst vegetable 
skin poison in America, hundreds of 
people being poisoned each year. The 
poisonous constituents have not yet 
been satisfactorily determined. Cases 
of poisoning are often reported whefe 
the indtvidual has passed the plant 
without coming In contact with it. 
This has been explained by the fact 
that pollen grains, minute hairs and 
even exhalations from the plant are 
sufficient to cause eruptions on the 
skin of susceptible persons. The 
poison may even be carried on the 
clothing or tools of someone who has 
been in contact with it, or it may 
be that, as the effect of the poison 
does not appear for some time, the 
occasion of coming. in contact with it 
may have been quite forgotten. On 
the other hand, many people handle 
it frequently with no ill effect, 

Cattle can eat it with impunity, 
but doga are polsoned by it. 


‘Bymptoms. 


Inflammation of the skin begins to 
appear from eighteen hours to sev- 


characterised by intense irritation 
and burning, swelling and redness, 
followed by blisters and pain. Symp- 
toms of internal poisoning are burn- 
ing thirst, nausea, faintness, delirium 
and convulsions... ; . 
Remedy and Means of Control. * 
Many remedies have been suggest- 
ed to allay this burning and tirrita- 
tion, one of the simplest being the 
immediate washing of, the parte af- 
fected with good strong yellow laun- 
dry’soap. On return from a day's 


‘outing where there was danger of 


meeting with poison ivy, the liberal 
use of such a soap might prevent 
much suffering, a piece might even 
be carried in the pocket. ° 

An application of absorbent cotton 
saturated with a solution of common 
baking soda is simple and efficacious. 
In the.case of severe poisoning the 
aid of a physician should be obtained. 
Eradicating the Pest. 


To properly eradicate this pest, the 
underground root stalks must be 
destroyed as well as the flowering 
tops. Grubbing out and burning it 
by someone who is immune to the 
poison is the surest means. Spraying 
with hot brine, or caustic soda will 
kill it. One pound of caustic soda 
to two gallons of water has been 
found most effective. 

Bernarr MacFadden has this to say 
on Page 2262, Vol. IV. of hia “Encly- 
clopedia of Physical Culture’’:— 

Poison ivy and other poisonous 
Plants named, common in America, 
owe their toxic powers to an odorless 
transparent oi] that ie found on the 
leaves, twige and bark and is inaol- 
uble In water. It is classed among 
the irritant poisons. The person who 
comes in contact with the growth, 
suffers from cutaneous itching, swell- 
ing and vesicular eruption: In ex- 
treme cases there may be vomiting, 
colicky pains, fever and delirium. A 
portion or the whole body may be 
affected by the eruption, 


Treatment. 


A solution of acetate of lead ap- 
plied to the itching skin, neutralizing 
the poison is recommended by the 
U. 6. Department of Agriculture. The 
patient should fast while the attack 
lasts. Thé@ free use of the enema,

practically all plant insects that 
live by eating the leaves can be des- 
troyed by polsoning. In his new but- 
letin «No. 99 of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, “Insects of 
the Flower Garden and Their Con- 
trol,” Mr. Arthur Gibson the Do- 
minion Entomologist, recommends 
both liquid and dry applications. When 
Paris green is used, 4 ounces of Paris 
green and half a pound of fresh lime 
are sufficient for forty gallons of) 
water. Where only small quantities 
are needed a teaspoonful of Paris 
green and the same quantity of lime 
are the proper quantities for a pail 
of water. For dry applications 4 
pound of Paris green should be mixed 
with 20 pounds of land plaster, slak- 
ed lime, or other perfectly dry pow- 
der. This preparation should be dust 
ed on the plants early in the morn- 
ing while the dew fs still on, Arsen- 
ate lead js in sofne ways prefer 
able to Paris green because it does 
no tnjury to the foliage and will not 
wash off easily by rains.

Poultry House Flooring 

Cement flooring for the poultry 
house has the merit of durability and 
it does not harbor vermin, but many 
poultry keepers complain that it gives 
trouble in winter and spring on ac 
count of being continually damp. At 
the Charlottetown Experimental Sta- 
tion the cement floor was given a coat 
of roofing paint but it did not reduce 
the dampness to any appreciable cx- 
tent as the litter soon became dainp 
and unfit for use almost as quickly as 

here the floor was left without treat- 
ment. In another house & wooden 
floor was built,and laid in sections 
two inches above the cement. This 
treatment, @¢écording to Mr. J. A. 
Clark, the Superintendent, in his le- 
port for 1927, was very effective, the 
section remaining dry and requir'ug 
cleaning only about half as many 
times as the other sections of the 
game “house that had the cement floor 
only. ;

The Allahabad (India) papers print 
the story of a remarkable case of 
“guttee,’” or widow immolation, 
brought to public notice by the rejec- 
tion of an appeal made by men 
sentenced by the Sessions J of | 
Patna on a charge of abotting suicide. 
Although the old practice of “gattee,” 
in which the widow of a deceased 
Prahmin was forced to be burned on

A young Brahmin woman from the 
Barh subdivision of Patna accompan- 
ied the body of her husband to a burn- 
ing “ghat,” or pyre, on the banks of 
the Ganges, with the intention of per- 
f gz “suttee.” On the way 4 num- 
ber of policemen tried to persuade the 
woman to renounce the plan, and told 
her friends that she would be arrested 
if she did not do eo. Thereupon the 
woman Grove away in an “ekka,” or 
orne-horse vehicle, with a relative, who 
said that he would. take her home. 

The police on discovering thet this 
was a ruse and that woman had actu- 
ally been taken to the pyre, went there 
also, but found present a crowd of 
5,000 watching the pyre, on the top 
of which the widow was seated with 


the body of her husband in her arms. |

woman, called for reinforcements.

Not the least important of the gar- 
den accessories is the bird-bath. To 
jhave birds about the garden is de- 
isirable, not only for their song, but 
also for ther freely given help 
through their efiting insects. Bini 
baths may be bought in various de- 
signs, ranging in price from less than 
$5 to many hundreds of dollars. A 
| very simple but effective bird-bath 
pene be made at home. It consists 
merely of a shapely log, about 10 
inches in diameter, topped by an old- 
| fashioned earthenware pie dish, 10 to 
| 12 inches in diameter and four’to five 
jinches deep. No other dish than an 
earthenware one should be used. The 
heat of a metal pan would keep the 
water tepid, which is not at all re- 
freshing to the users of the bath. 
| A word might be said as to the 
situation of the bath. For the safety 
lof the birds, it should be placed near 
‘a small ties. It is best to have no 
lthick plants within five feet of the 
\bath. Dense foliage at the base of the 
bath would serve only too well ae an 
ambush for cata. 

Very fine reproductions of the old 
bird-bath found in famous Italien and 
French gardens may be had in white 
cement at a reasonable price. These 
are, however, hardly in keeping with 
a ame, informal garden.

BUTTER READY FOR FAIR 


POINTS TO BE REMEMBERED BY 
THOSE WHO WOULD WIN. 


How to Control the Green Cabbage 
Worm-—Dhsting Is the Most Satis- 
factory Treatment—Precautions‘in 
the Use of Paris-Green, 


(Contributed by Ontario Department ef 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 


What about the Butter Exhibite at 
the local Autumn fair? Did you win 
or lose the last time when competing 
with the people of your own town- 
ship? To win as a buttermaker you 
must produce and exhibit a quality 
of butter that will measure up to the 
following score: 

h, 

Flavor ..... 

Texture ... 

Incorporation of moisture . 


A lot of the butter exhibited at 
the rural fairs is made from cream 
insufficiently cooled and churned at, 
too high a temperature. This prac- 
tice gives a weak-bodied pale butter 
that may also be streaky. If the 
weather is warm, get some ice and 
cool the cream, also the wash water. 
Butter made from well-cooled cream 
and washed with ice-water will be 
firm enough to stand sufficient work- 
ing to give an even distribution of 
salt, a good color and firm texture. 
If color is needed, be careful not to 
add a drop too much. Churn the 
“Exhibit” two or three days before 
the fair. This will give time to set 
and blending of flavor and salt. 

The packages should be as neat as 
possible. Always wrap prints in a 
clear, good quality, butter wrapper. 
See that the prints are well made, 
clean-cut and firm. Most judges want 
a butter churned from a cream that 
is sweet or of low acidity. Good 
flavor in butter comes from cream 
obtained from cows that are kept in 
clean stables, fed on clean feeds and 
attended by clean people—L. Steven- 
son, O. A. C,, Guelph. 

The Green Cabbage Worm-——Artificial 
Control. 


Control experiments, involving the 
treatment in three series of 5,000 
early aiid late catoages, with Pyro- 
thrum powder and, lead and calcium 
arsenate dusts and sprays, lead to 
the conviction that under local con- 
ditions dusting with lead arsenate 
and hydrated or air-slaked time in 
the proportion of one part to fifteen 
parts is the most satisfactory form 
of treatment. The dusts were found 
more satisfactory than the sprays in 
that they can be mixed and applied 
with the aid of ordinary hand dust- 
ers, in one-fourth the time occupied 
in spraying. They spread and adhere 
well if applied when the leaves are 
wet with dew, whereas sprays to 
which soap has been added as a 
sticker have a low surface tension 
and much of the liquid is lost in the 
soil, says the Department of Horticul- 
ture, O. A. College. 

In these experiments calcium ar- 
senate dusts gave léss satisfactory 
résulte than the arsenate of lead dust, 
the latter giving perfect control. Cal- 
clum arsenate applied in the liquid 
form gave extremely poor results as 
well as causing some burning to the 
foliage. Pyrothrum powder used 
with four times its weight of hydrat- 
ed lime proved satisfactory, but can 
hardly be used on a commercial scale 
as it costa ten times as much as the 
arsenate of lead dust. 

Judging by this season's observ- 
ations early market cabbages escape 
serious injury and whether treatment 
is ordinarily necessary or not must 
be left to the grower’s diecretion. 
For late cabbages and cauliflowers 
two applications should be sufficient 
in normal season, the first about 
the middle of July and«the second 
four or five weeks later. When the 
butterflies are very abundant a third 
application may be necessary early in 
September. 

Precautions In the Use of Paris 
Green. 


If a: double quantity of good, 
freshly slaked lime or hydrated lime 
be mixed with the Parise green and 
then the mixture made, into a paste 
with water and allowed to stand in 
this {itm some litth time before 
diluting and spraying, the ime will 
cotabine with the greater part of the 
free arsenlous oxide and remove its 
leaf scorching property to a great ex- 
ten.

POINTS ON SELECTION OF SEED 
AND PROPER CULTIVATION. 


le-| Testing for Germination In Recom- 
oney to, 


mended, for Good Results Cannot 
Be Expected from Poor Seed. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 


Agriculture, Toronto.) 


There is much difference in opinion 
as to the best variety to grow, and the 
selection generally hinges on two 
points, vig.—-the value of the land 
and the cost of labor. 

If you have to pay high for labor 
and your land ia high priced, then 
grow.the heaviest yielding variety 
that. you can find, taking a chane> 
on its reaching maturity. Production 
per acre you must have. 

If you are on low-priced land, then 
gelect a good ylelding variety that 


_you know will mature early and alsc 


make high-class ensilage. 

Big heavy corn, full of juice is hara 
to handle,—it cofis money to make 
silage out of it,—while the lighter 
yle Iding, early maturing corn is eas 

to handle, costs less for labor and 
makes a richer silage. Trué, it wil’ 
not produce as much milk per acre 
as the large heavy ylelding variety 
but what it does produce is produced 
with the ald of less supplementars 
grain. So if you have abundant land, 
the early maturing, high quality var- 
feties will be most suited to your 
need, On the other hand if you have 
few acres and must get the most out 
of the area irrespective of labor cost, 
then you had best select the heavy 
ylelder variety. 

Teast the feed Corn. 


Test for germination every ear of 
corn that is used for seed, It does 
not take very, much time to do it 
Testing seed is the only insurance 
you have for a perfect stand. Why 
take a chance and loose by spending 
your labor on a field with only half 
as many plants as there should be. 
Better test the seed, and get started 
right. Two.weeks before you figure 
on planting corn prepare a seed box 
with moist sawdust or sand, plant a 
representative sample, give it care 
and waten for the sprouts. Be guld- 
ed by the performance of the sample 
teated, Good seed corn is not abun- 
dant this year, se be careful in your 
purchase.. Soft or moldy seed corn 
never produced a strofig plant. Don't 
forget that, first -of all, your crop 
depends upon the vigor of the seed 
that you plant. 

Preparing for Corn. 


Clover Sod ploughed in September 
and surface worked until late Octo- 
ber, and then ridged up and left ex- 
posed to the frost action, until dry 
enough to harrow down in the epring 
is a successful method for corn. The 
application of not less than 20 tons 
of good stable manure should be 
made in early May, and the land re- 
ploughed and worked down to the 
fine tilth of a good seed-Hhed. 
| beaches 


When the White Oak leaf is as 
large as a black squirrel'’s foot (last 
week in May) plant the seed in check 
rows 40 inches apart, using machine 
planter or drill, cover two inches deep 
and-firm. 

Oultivation. 


Start cultivation by going over the 
re the 
torn comes up. Follow each week 
with machine cultivation to keep a 
dust mulch and prevent weed growth, 
until such time as the corn. has 
grown too large to permit of further 
tillage. Corn tillage should always 
be shallow, much damage is done by 
cutting the roots of the plant.

This disease has played havee tn 
many poultry yards during the past 
few yeara,and, like tuberculosis, it has 
been spread around largely through 
the exchange of breeding stock. 
Chicks and eggs for hatching, from 
infected breeding stock, have carried 
the bacillus pullorum from one end 
of the country to the other; so the 
disease is now wide spread and causes 
large financlal loss to many poultry 
owners, ‘ 

The bacteria responsible for the 
trouble (bacillus pulorum) centralize 
in the ovary of the mature hen, caus- 
ing lesions in that organ; and its In- 
ability to properly function and pro- 
Juee normal ezes. The bacteria pass 
| pith the ova and are contained with- 
n the shell of the egg. When the 
chick is already 
infected, 

Chicks less than a week old have 
he following post mortem lesions:-— 

(1) Bolarged liver with red spots 
1 streaks. 

(2) Congested lungs. 

Chicks over one week old show:-— 

meg Enlarged liver with greyish 


wrt Friable nodules in the lungs, 


vecasionally in the heart and lungs., 


Diarrheea does not always have 
‘ime to develop, so if the chicks die

The only really successful way to 
combat white diarrhoea is to elim- 
inate the breeding stock infected with 
haciilus pullorum, These trouble pro- 

fucers may be found out by applying 
the arglutination test to every bird 
on the premises. Eliminate all re- 
actors to this blood test and be care- 
tal in your purchases of eres, chicks, 
or breeding stock. The disease will 
satay with you as long as you harbor 
infested hens on your farm.—-L. Ste- 
yenson, Dept. of Extension, 0: A. ©.

Types of Tobacco for Export 

Dark tobacee is believed to be the 
most promising type for export to the 
‘British market, The Tobacco In- 
quiry Commissio nthat investigated 
the industry in Southwestern Ontario 
found it to be the settled opinion of 
eight processing companies that our 
dark tobacco for export should be 
fire cured. Two companies felt that 
Burley might also be exported but it 
must be of good quality to find a 
ready sale. Had the 1926 and 1927 
crops been confined chiefly to these 
types, there would not have been left 
in the growers’ hands the “large 
quantities that could not be market- 
ed. The Commission points out in 
their report just issued that through 
a Jack of experience much poor to- 
baceo hag been grown and that it 
cannot compete successfully with 
the tobaccoes that reach the world’s 
perience in producing this crop. The

An unusual cause of one was sparks 
arising from a broken elevator chain, 
and-in another friction in handling 
boxes. As some of these causes dre 
such as to be beyond expectation and 
consequently difficult to avoid, there 
is obviously a need for constant vigt- 
lance on the part of the workmen, 
who should be trained to recognize 
at once any condition which niight 
arise capable of. producing sparks. 

It la perhaps worthy to notice that 
in none of the causes Hsted above 
does one find sparks from electric 
motor brushes, 
the “desire of manufacturers to build 
their motors tmtended for service in 
dusty plants in such a manner as tb 
protect the motor from dust for its 
own good’ and partly doe to their 
recognition of this danger, Motors 
are now being built that can be safely 
run in an atmosphere of explosive gas. 
The safety feature of these motors is 
all in an outer housing, constructed 
sufficiently heavy to withstand an ex- 
plosion from within and so as not to 
communicate it to the outside gas. 
This necessitates that the case should 
remain sufficiently cool on the outside 
to be always below the ignition point 
of the gas. One cannot rely on a gas- 
tight housing, as this would require 
a gasket, which might be left out on 
reassembly after repairs.

Barn Is Traced to Flood

You would not expect a bottle of 
milk or a.cork to expldde, would you? 
And it wouldn’t so long as it stays a 
bottle of milk 6r a cork, but if it be- 
comes dry milk dust or fine cork dust 
floating im the air it most certainly 
will explode upon any reasonable prov- 
ocation, 

Perahps you might be somewhat 
timid about putting a match to a few 
quarts of nitroglycerine, and yet we 
are told (the author hasn’t tried it) 
that if it is an open vessel, so that the 
gas can escape, it will burn rapidly, 
but will not explode. It takes a sud- 
den jar to cause it to explode. 

You might also be surprised that a 
barn standing in three feet of water 
as the result of a flood would suddenly 
of its own accord catch fire and burn 
to the water level. And yet that, too, 
has happened. These may sound like 
occurrences in some distorted land 
where nothing happens as we expect, 
but such occurrences are actually fatr- 
ly common. How does it all happen? 

Two Kinds of Explosions 

There are two kinds of explosions 
which are commonly classed as phyal- 
eal and chemical, A physical explo- 
sion is of the type of a “blow-out” of 
an automobile tire. The explosion of 
a steam boiler or of a tank of com- 
pressed gas is similar. A large quan- 
tity of gas under pressure is suddenly 
released. Liquid air in a closed con- 
tainer will develop enormous pressure 
and will sooner or later explode. For 
this reason it must always be kept in 
open containers, 

A chemical explosion is the same as 
a fire, but takes place more rapidly. 
In this case material combines with 
oxygen, which it may obtain from the 
alr, to form a gas and usually an ash. 
If the gas is formed slowly it will es- 
cape as it is. formed, but if it is formed | 
rapidly it will destroy all its inclosures 


slowly. Having begun, it produces 
heat and this, raising the temperature 
of the surroundings, increases the rate 
of oxidation, And so the process ac-

Canada has 
treaties or has admitted. to treaty 
privileges, France, Belgium, Holland 
and Italy, and a number of others. 
The United States, on the other hand,

One cause for this great loss is the 
common intestinal round worm (as- 
caris lumbricoides). 

Life History. 

The ascaria eggs-are deposited in 
the small intestind of the infested ple 
by the adult worm and pass out of 
the body in the excreta, contaminat- 
ing pastures and feed lots. In. this 
stage the eggs are not infectious, but 
in a few weeka if temperature and 
moisture conditions are favorable, the 
eggs become infectious. These eggs 
lying in the pasture or hog yard are 
twailowed by pigs grazing, rooting or 
feeding, and_reach the stomach of the | 
pig in the inary course of events, 
hatching on-reaching the smalt intes- 
tine. After- hatching in the small 
intestine they migrate by way of the 
blood stream to the liver, heart and 
lungs, into the lung tissue, through

When one female worm may 
produce 80,000,000 eggs, it' is easy 
to realize how impossible it is for 
the young sucking pigs to escape

easily digested and is very nourish- 
ing.

The vigor and success of the people 
depend largely upon the amount of 
milk used. In Ontario we use about 
2,000,000 quarts per annum, enough 
to float a fleet of battleships. Only 
about one-quarter of this is used as 
rest as butter and 
cheese. 

A glass of milk contains a mixture 
of all the important things that make 
"up a mixed and complete meal, as ob- 
.ained from meat, ergs) sugar, ce- 
reals, oils and fat.

This liguid food tontains all 
the necessary elements of a gobd mix- 
ed diet, and which at the same time 
can be used without speévial prepar- 
ation and is available to all Ontario 
people at a price that should stimu- 
late more extensive use. 

Milk is the most difficult of all our 
foodstuffs to callect, handle and.

London—The royal treasures of Ur 
of the Chaldees, found by C. Leonard 
Wooley and his associates, have been 
placed on exhibition in England for 
the first time and are attracting great 
public interest at the British. Museum. 
Among visitors amazement at the 
artistry>and design of the articles is 
general, and some visiting jewelers 
have remarked that the present age 
has little in this respect to teach the 
Sumerians. 

The collection includes the beautt- 
ful- helmet of King Mes-Kalam-Dug 
and the headdress o Queen Shub-ad. 
Both are of gold and exquisitely 
fashioned. The exhibits show that 
women’s hair ase then worn coiled 
fnto a bun at the back. There are a 
humber of vanity boxes not greatly 
different from those sold to-day in 
Bond Street and Regent Street. 

A woman’s cloak belonging to the 
queen gives an idm of fashions at 
that time. It is a beaded garment 
opening on the right side, and with 
a fringe of bugle beads at the bot- 
tom, to which are fastened gold rings, 
It was ‘held together by a large gold 
pin. 

One twist of fashion in the course 
of tims fg shown by the fact that 
earrings were in the early days a 
male fashion and some very fine 
specimens are shown. There are also 
a number of the gold and silver mas- 
cots which were fastened to chariot 
harness.

Sun Bath Cures 
In Extremes Lead 
to Serious Illness 


Sunburn in Moderate Cases 
Has Good Value Although 
Care Should Be Taken 


Washington.—"The general public 
has been so impressed with the value 
and necesisty of sun baths in the pre- 
vention and cure of illness that peo- 
ple, in some instances, have gone to 
extremes and sevére sunburn have re- 
sulted,” says a bulletin issued by the 
U.S. Public Health Service. “Several 
cases of persons who have become 
quite ill following extensive sunburns 
have been reported recently to the 
Public Health Service. 

“Sunburn over large areas of the 
body may be as serious as burns from 
other causes. While sunlight is of 
great therapeutic value to children 
and adults, exposure to the powerful 


the baby or child should be given di- 
rect sunlight for about ten minutes. 
This period may be increased from 
three to five minutes daily until the 
child receives approximately one hour 
in the morning and one hour in the 
afternoon, This will vary in some, 
cases, depending on how the skin re- 
acts. For adults, the initial exposure 
may be longer and the increase larger 
each day. 

“In case sunburn does occur, it 
should receive prompt and careful 
treatment. The following treatment 
has been found effective: Take one- 
half a pint of hot water and stir into 
it a level tablespoongul of boric acid 
powder, then add twenty drops of 
carbolic acid and shake well. The 
solution should be dabbed on the in- 
flamed skin with a small piece of cot- 
ton/or sprayed on‘ with an atomizer. 
It should not be rubbed into the skin. 
It can be applied every half hour if 
necessary. If no medicine Is av 
able, cold compresses will give relief 
to badly burned areas.”
